Prince Hohenlohe Declares Warships 
Not Enough To Protect Nation.

Interest of the Government, Officials 
Say, Demands That More Battie- 
ships Be Supplied. 


Berlin, December 11.--During the debate 
on the estimates in the reichstag today 
Prince Hohenlche, the imperial chancel- 
lor, announced that the federal govern- 
ments had come to the conclusion that 
the present navy was insufficient for the 
countrey’s neels and that estimates for 
doubling the present number of war- 
ships would be submitted. He added 
that the period within which the increase 
of the navy would pe effected was not 
to be fixed by law, the number of new 
ships to be provided annually in the es- 
timates being decided in accordance with 
budgetary requirements, 

Count von Buelow, in supporting the 
proposed increase in the navy said: 

“The president of tne United States, 
in his message, expressed himself con- 
cerning the good relations between the 
United States and ourselves with 
warmth that fills us with sincere satis- 
faction and, as far as Great Britain is 
concerned, we are willing and ready to 
live in peace and concord with her on the 
Lasis of ful! reelprociry and reciprocal 
consideration.”’ 

Alluding to the war-like changes ang 
revolutions of the pas: few years, he 
said: 

“TIT cannot yet believe a “new partition 
of the earth is imminont. We wish to 
interfere with ‘no foreign power, but 
neither do we wish to let our feet be 
trodden upon by a foreign power, nor 
let ourselves be pushed aside either po- 
litically or economically.

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The Legal Agnostic. 

Without in the least desiring to crit- 
icise the action of the bar association 
of Atlanta in regard to the call of the 
grand jury upon the governor of the 
state, it is to be regretted that that 
body did not take hold of such incon- 
gruities as was by itself admitted to 
exist. 

The grand jury complained that 
there was a great deal of over-zeal 
among certain lawyers in fomenting 
litigation, and. the foreman of the 
grand jury elaborated upon the same 
thing. The bar association, jealous 
for its own ‘honor, repudiates such 
trend in the action of the grand jury 
as might through careless expression, 
slop over the pail and sprinkle its 
garments, but at the same time admits 
that there are three in numver 
who probably are faulty, and congrat- 
ulating itself that they are as few in 
number as the same class in any other 
profession. So far ._the grand jury 
and the bar associatisn, stripping the 
situation of its verbiage, are in sub- 
Stantial agreement. If there are a 
few such men as described, it is to 
locate this few that the best energies 
offboth bodies should be equally di- 
rected. ) 

It strikes us, however, that the po- 
sition assumed by the bar association 
has not been as fully digested as it 
should be. The law of the land ts one 
thing—rigid in its desire not to see 
crime, and hard to convince when 
crime has been actually located. Per 
example: Two vietims lie in their 
graves as the victims of Flanagan, 
while the law has metaphorically 
thrown up its hands in 
pair as to what to do with him. The 
ethics of a noble profession forms 
quite a different code, and requires a 
much nicer defense from a suspected 
member than a mere plea of not guil- 
ty. The man who could not be touch- 
ed by the legal code can be sucrcéss- 
fully ostracised by that of society, and 
in the learned professions there has 
always existed a sensitive jealousy 
as to the value of membership. Hence 
it is that the bar association posses- 
ses a much wider swee} than 
the grand jury, and can make itself 
felt where the grand jury would be 
impotent. Barratry, a very restricted 
charge, can be entertained by the 
€rand jury, but it has no jurisdiction 
in the domain of ethics. 

The plea of legal agnosticism, there- 
fore, was a mistake. The association 
is the judge of its own membership, 
and through its own membership in a 

presentation to the presiding judge 
can make itself very effective. For in- 
Stance, a kindred profession—that of 
medicine—has an association, and is 
governed, not by the rough outlines

The Money Question Next Year. 

While some of the editors are won- 
dering if the money question will fig- 
ure in the next campaign, Hon. J. G. 
Johnson, chairman of the executive 
committee of the democratic national 
committee, calls attention to the fact 
that the proposed currency bills of 
the republican party in congress have 
already fixed the issue. By proposing 
to fix the single gold standard upon 
the country, the republicans have shif- 
'ted the issue from that which was 
| before the country in 1896, to a con- 
| test over the gold standard pure and 
simple. In the last campaign the dis- 
cussion was between those who favor- 
| ed the free coinage of silver at the old 
ratio and those who were opposed to 
the proposition. 

At that time, the republicans re- 
fused to make the gold standard the 
issue. They fought shy of it and evad- 
ed it. They admitted in their plat- 
form that bimetallism was better for 
the people than the single gold stand- 
ard provided it could. be reached as 
the result of international agreement. 
And now Mr. McKinley was so keen 
for the introduction of international 
bimetallism that he took it upon him- 
self, even before he took the oath of 
office, to arrange for a commission 
whose duty it would be to visit Eu- 
rope in order that the evils of the sin- 
gle gold standard might be mitigated 
as promptly as possible.

Columbia, S. C., December 11.—(Special.) 
South Carolina prohibitionists have de- 
cided not to take any lessons from Geor- 
gia and make the straight fight, cefusing 
any compromise with those willing to have 
local option to test the sentiment in each 


county. 

Mr. A. C. Jones, of Newberry, chairman 
of the state executive prohibition commit- 
tee, has issued a manifesto: 

“The prohibitionists of the state at a 
conference held in Columbia, November 
9th, decided that in view of the recent 
developments in connection with the state 
dispensary and in anticipation of some 
legislation on the subject at the coming 
session of the general aassembly, that 
it would be well to find out the senti- 
ment of the prohibitszonists at the pres- 
ent time, and in order to carry out this 
purpose authorized the appointment of 
a cammittee of five who should meet and 
adopt resolutions expressing fully the po- 
sition of the prohibitionists of the state, 
as the committee understood that posi- 
tion to be and then to forward a copy of 
the resolutions adopted by them to the 
members of the state prohibition execu- 
tive committee of each county with the 
request that they confer with the prohi- 


| bition county chairman and representa- 
tive prohibitionists of their county, and 


after getting a full and free expression 
of opinion to either approve or disapprove 
the resolutions and return to the chairman 
of the state executive committee, it being 
understood that their acticn represented 
the position of the prohibitionists of their 
county on the liquor question. The fol- 
lowing special committee was appointed 
to prepare and adopt the resolutions above 
referred to: A. 'C. Jones, Newberry; 
James A. Hoyt, Greenville; Rev. J. D. 
D.D., Richland: T. N. Berry, 
Darlington: J. W. Hamel, Lancaster. 

“The committee met in Columbia the 
%th ultimo, and adopted the following 
resolutions: 

‘““*The committee appointed to consid- 
er and suggest the present position of the 
prohibitionists of South Carolina met and 
carefully considered the matter. The 
committee reached the conclusion, that 
the prohibitionists must continue to stand 
on the platform of 1898, to-wit: General 
prohibition of the manufacture and sale 
of liquor throughout the state, with only 
the exception for medicinal, mechanical, 
scientific and sacramental use. The com- 
mittee recommends that prohibitionists 
in the legislature should act in accord- 
ance with this principle and certainly 
should not entangle their constituency by 
embarrassing compromises.’ 

“The members of the prohibition state 
executive committee have approved these 
resolutions and I am authorized to give 
them to the press.’’ 

The position of the prohibitionists is de- 
plored by the anti-dispensary people. The 
last legislature would have passed a local 
option bill had the ‘/prohibitionists in the 
house voted with the advocates of that 
measure. The action of the prohibition- 
ists in making a stand for “all of noth- 
ing.”’ in the face of the strong dispensary 
opposition, makes them, in effect, allies 
of the dispensary people.

Unsuccessful in securing 
the result at which he aimed, other tac- 
tics were promptly adopted; he content- 
ing himself with maneuvering around 
the strong fronts of the latter, and com- 
| pelling his retirement. When the Geor- 
|gia campaign opened, Sherman and his 
multitudinous following were quartered 
1 in the vicinity of Ringgold. Between that 
| point and Dalton lay Rocky Face Ridge, 
| whereby Johnston was securely guarded 
from direct attack, Accordingly, a scheme 
| Was devised for his dislodgment. To this 
i} end, while Schofield and Thomas made a 
| vigorous show of assault along his front, 
| McPhersen was dispatched through Snake 
| Creek Gap, On the left, to demonstrate 
| against his line of communications at Re- 
Saca. Thereuvon the confederate com- 
mander promptly evacuated Dalton, and 
| concentrated his army around the threat- 
ened ‘town; his base and reserves being at 
Calhoun. Soon, however, was he 
‘pelled to relinquish his newly assumed 
Position. On the 14th of May his Resaca 
' defenses were fur‘ously assailed, and si- 
multaneously with that 
|heavy force was deployed at Tanner's 
ferry with a view of forcing a passage of 
ithe Oostanaula. The federal object was 
'after stubborn resistance, attained: and, 
' upon being definitely apprised of the un- 
| toward Johnston promptly aban- 
doned Resaca. The ferry, it should be 
observed. was within two and one-half 
miles of Calhoun, and his base be!ng men- 
aced, his withdrawal was essential. At 
length, the southern chieftain esfablish- 
ed himself at Cassville; thus surren- 
dering Rome to the enemy. His present 
situation was a stronge one; and so {m- 
pressed was he with the advantages of- 
fered, that he resolved to join battle with 
i his pursuers, But in an ev‘] moment he 
| permitted adverse counsels to overrule 
‘his better judgment: and so, this golden 
opportunity of the campaign was forever 
‘lost. Then came the affair at New Hope 
church, which 
by Sherman’s flank movement upon Dal- 
‘las. This was a desperately contested 
engagement of ten days’ duration, and 
‘during its continuance the federals were 
subjected to ‘the severest chastisement. 
From the 25th of May, when it began, to 
the 4th of the sequent month, when hos- 
onverations were discontinued, the 
two armies lay in an unbroken deadlock, 
furious fighting being diurnally maintain- 
ed. Early in the eonflict a determined 
effort wage made to turn the southern 
right and cut Johnston from the rail- 
Colonel Avery, with a part of his 
Fourth Georgia cavalry, was detailed at 
double quick to check the unton advance 
' until adequate troops could be dispatched 
for fts repulsion. This mission he heroic- 
ally performed, and although dangerously 
' wounded in tthe outset, 
ported in his saddle by a soldier, re- 
mained in active command up to the ar-

Now that he had entirely recovered from 
his recent punishment, the northern chief 
was resolved to forcibly disrupt that hos- 
tile cordon, so defiantly besetting his 
pathway. Accordingly, On the 9th of 
June, he entered with vigor upon the ex- 
ecution of his grimly conceived project. 
Thereupon followed such a series of re- 
markable operations as have rendered the 
whole region historic. For three weeks 
and more, Sherman savagely “battered 
away with his ponderous human mallet

Hood's right 
dauntlessly opposed McPherson; Hardee's 
left manfully faced Schofield, and Polk's 
center united in a flery embrace with the 
indomitable Thomas. But the career of 
the noble Polk, whose great life had been 
‘an inspiration to his people, was draw- 
ling to a lamented close. Within five days 
after the incention of hostilities, that war- 
rior-Bishop recaived his death wound; 
thereby ylelding up his consecrated spirit 
upon the altar of patriotic devotion. Pine 
Mountain, with the tenure of which he 
had been entrusted, was forthwith aban- 
doned: and the sullen relinquishment of 
Lost mountain soon followed. This deser- 
tion by Johnston of two of his fortified po- 
sitions was fraught with no joyful por- 
tent for the enemy. The contraction of 
his formidable line of defense merely sig- 
nified that he was concentrating his entire 
| strength for the protection of Kennesaw 
Mountain.. Here he proposed to make his 
impregnable stand: and when, on the 
eventful 27th of June, the federal columns, 
with desperate courage, rolled against his 
entrenched ranks, they ‘“‘recotled, smitten 
and shattered, in crumbling, bloody frag- 
ments, with the loss of thousands.’ With 
the advent of the sequent 4th, this concate 
nation of lethal engagements and endless 
skirmishes was finally concluded; and 
worsted Sherman was again forced to con- 
fess that he had been outgeneraled. Thir- 
teen days later a fatal bolt descended 
upon the head of the western army in 
| the announeement sthat Johnston was 
summarily relieved from its command, 
|General Hood being substituted in his 
| stead. At the time of his removal he had 
| been in close grapple with an adversary 
of double his own numerical strength for 
ithe space of seventy-four days. His loss 
in killed and wounded throughout that 
‘noteworthy period approximated 9,500 men, 
While the casualties which he _ inflicted 
}upon his opponents were co-equal with 
his entire army. The contingent, which

General Hood, comprised 51,000 admirably 
‘equipped veteran ‘troops, whereof any 
chieftain might feel proud. But the turn- 
ing point on the road had been reached, 
'and when Sherman observed: “‘Heretofore 
the fighting has been as Johnston pleas- 
ed, but that hereafter it would be as he 
| pleased,’’ his words were ominously pro- 

| Phetic of the tmpending result. 
Contemporaneously with Hood's assign- 
ment to the command of the western 
army, his predecessor was vigorously pre- 
paring for the defense of Atlanta. In 
| anticipation that this town would ulti- 
| mately become the objective of Sher- 
man's attack, work upon its fortifications 
had for weeks past been steadily prog- 
ressing. Heavy rifled cannon nad been 
brought from Mobile, and placed in po- 
| sition, and 10,000 of the state militia, under 
the leadership of Major General a: wa 
Smith, were now stationed in the trenches 
around the devoted city. Upon taking 
command, disdaining to have resort to the 
masterful tactics of his former superior, 
Hood lost no time in assuming the ag- 
| gressive. To-this end he first struck Sher- 
| man’s strongly intrenched force at Peach- 
| Sree creek on the afternoon of the 20th of 
July. Inasmuch as the numerical strength 
of his attacking troops was but half that 
of those assailed, the attendant result can 
be easily imagined. He was subjected to 
a sanguinary repulse, being hurled back 
with a combined loss in killed and wound- 
ed of 5,000 men. Nothing daunted at this 
| depressing reverse, the confederate chief 
againmadea furious descent upon the hos- 
tile lines on the morning of the eventful 
| 22d. This was known as the battle of 
| Atlanta; and throughout its nine hours of 
| lethal continuance it was distinguished 
by a terrific fierceness, the like of which 
has rarely been witnessed. Many ‘brilliant 
were her e performed by the un- 
'quenchable confederates. batteries being 
taken and other important advantages be- 
| ing heroically secured. In the end, how- 
}ever, they were compelled to relinquish all 
lof their dearly acquired gains, and over- 
| borne by a more potent adversary they 
back, leaving 7,000 of their

Stoneman with a force of troop- 
crs had made a daring attack upon Ma- 
con. His attem ot, however. was promptly

under General Cobb, 600 federals being 
captured. Soon after this convincing re- 
pulse he converted plans with McCook for

Adopts Resolution Protesting Against 
the Egyptian Staple. 


‘Claims Low Price Is Due to Annual 


Free Importation. 


SAYS MEMORIAL IS NOT UNDEMOCRATIC 


Members of Upper House Adopt Res- 
olution Without Dissenting Vote. 
Transmitted to the House. 


A memorial by Senator Dickerson, of 
the fifth distri t, Was adopted in. the sen- 
ate yesterday morning favoring an import 
duty of 3 per cent ad valorem ahd 5 cents 
per pound on all long-stapled cotton im- 
ported into this country, This resolution, 
in effect, is a protest against the free im- 
portadion of Egyptian or other long- 
Stapled cotton, and a copy is to tg fur- 
nished every senator and representative 
in congress. 

Senator Dickerson stated after the reso- 
lution. had been introduced that it was 
in the interests of the growers of the sea 
island cotton in this state, claiming that 
this once profitable industry was languish- 
ing under present conditions and was yiv- 
ing unmistakable signs of dying unless 
some relief was forthcoming. 

The resolution states that the low price 
of long stapled cotton ig not due to over- 
production in Georgia, but to the enor- 
mous annual importation of Egyptian 
cotton, the product of pauper labor. Fur- 
ther claim is made that the indisputable 
cause for low prices, financial depression 
and agricultural discontent is due to this 
impertation, and hence the protest. 

The author of the resolution states that 
he not think the memorial undemo- 
cratic, as the party had not deemed it 
derogatory to principles to have a duty 
Plaeged on wool, rice, hides and tobacco, 
and that this duty has proved of direct 
and considerable benefit to the people. 

Claim is made that the intended legisla- 
tion shall be a tariff for revenue only and 
arranged that if it shall prove a bur- 
den, all may equally bear it. and if a 
benefit, it may he equally shared.
